Berlin, by wireless, Jan. 24.—The German Admiralty ad- 


mits'in an official statement issued here today that the armored 
cruiser Bluecher had been sunk in a naval battle between fleets 
of Germany and Great Britain in the North Sea Sunday. The 
Admiralty also states that a British cruiser was reported sunk 
in the conflict. 


London, Jan. 24.—The entire English nation is today cele- 


brating the naval victory won by the British fleet over ^he 
Germans which took place Sunday morning north of the Fri- 
sian island in the North Sea. Naval experts term this conflict 
the most important engagement in the war, as it prevented 
the proposed raid upon the English and destroyed a powerful 
cruiser and badly damaged two battle cruisers. The statement 
issued in Berlin today saying that a British cruiser was sunk in 
the battle was declared by English naval officials to be an in- 
vention to minimise the British victory. The reported loss is 
flatly.deniecLand- the -Admiralty reaffirms declaration that the 
English casualties had-been few while Germany claim* that 
all her vessels except the Bluecher returned to the harbor 
safely is untrue.

employment furor has'been carried. A company wanted a 
permit to erect theatre and the mayor would grant this only 
on condition that tlie work should begin at once, in order that 
work,might be furnished for the unemployed of the city. It 
is; admitted that the erection of;the theatre at this time of the 
year will cost fhousands of dollars liiore than it would at a 


- more favorable season, but the company was anxious to se- 


' • re the permit, there being some objection to the location of a 
theatre on the site selected,1 and so the terms were accepted. 
But this is not the whole.slo'ry; -In that very city the civil ser- 
••>ce commission has a list ef men who have taken examination 
and^aie eligible to appointment as laborers in the service of the 
cityj but when wdrk is offered by the city Avhich involves th 
use of the pick,and shovel they balk like mules and will no 
lift 11 finger. Ofi'e'of the,newspapers 6f the city says editorial 
ly that "it is more than probable that many of them registered 
as laborers under the impression, that if they should once be 
certified for dutythey would; be detailed to take care of politi- 
cal primaries and candidacies; or .to promote the sale of bal 
tickets for.ward organizations." 


As \ye have before remarked, there is undoubtedly some 


hardship here and there because of lack of employment, but 
that the situation is as desperate as represented there is no 
reason to believe, and while reasonable relief'should be af- 
forded where it is actually needed, it is time to cut the "sob 
act" out of the play.
